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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are not considered persuasive. 
Regarding the rejection of claim 11 under 35 U.S. C. 101, the Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. The Examiner 
reiterates that if all the elements or features of the claimed system could be implemented in software alone (Specification: Page 10: Lines 
10-12), the claim is considered non-statutory as not being tangibly embodied. The mere recitation of a "system" does not provided the 
necessary structure to render the elements tangible and thus statutory as asserted by Applicant. Also the limitations of "for sending to a 
target device" in the claim's preamble does not constitute sufficient hardware to render the elements tangible as the "target device" was 
not a required element of the system. Appropriate correction is required. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's argument that Intro to CSS2 and Traughber fail to teach or suggest "at 
least one rule of the style sheet to the DOM" is performed within a document server. As discussed in the rejection of the claims, Intro to 
CSS2 clearly teach each of the claimed limitations except the limitation requiring the requested document customization to be done on a 
document sever. Thus Intro to CSS2 alone lacks a proper motivation to customize documents on a document server instead of on the 
client system. The Traughber reference has been relied upon to teach that sever side document customization processing was 
notoriously well known in the art at the time of the invention. The Examiner agrees that Traughber teaches customizing a HTML web 
page by parsing a retrieved template and embedding data therein. And while Traughber does not specifically specify the use of style 
sheets, the Examiner notes that Traughber was not being relied upon for said feature. However, in response to applicant's argument that 
there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 
F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Traughber 
and what was notoriously well known in the art teach sever side document processing providing Intro to CSS2 the benefit of decreased 
processing load on the client. 
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
